THE NEW MASONIC HOME. 


Dixon’s new Masonic Temple, the Brinton Memorial, is a 
monument to the public spirit and the generosity of one of 
Dixon’s most beloved citizens of all time, Col. Wm. B. Brin- 
ton. 
Dixon is peculiarly fortunate in having a Masonic home 
which is probably unequalled in a city of corresponding size 
in all the United States. 
This is the second stately old man­ 
sion to be concerted for fraternal purposes, as the Knights 
of Columbus in Dixon remodeled the Trusdell home for their 
club house, b^ih places being out in the residence parts of 
the city. 
It must be very gratifying to Col. Brinton that the building 
committee and the local Masonic bodies have done so well 
ii> converting the Brinton home for their use. 
It is imposing 
and beautiful, inside and out and a fitting memorial t o s o 
splendid and generous a donor. 


SENATES OF THIS DAY. 


“ Our national senate is not the body it used to be, a dig­ 
nified, decorous, slow but sure thinking assemblage of men. 
noted for their brains. Since it became a group of men elect­ 
ed by popular vote, its moral and mental caliber has degen­ 
erated. 
As we view it today, we are forced to wonder 
whether the nation improved things when it adopted the 
seventeenth amendment.” 
The foregoing is from the Springfield Journal. 
This 
thought must come often to persona who compare the re­ 
sults of direct election with election by the legislature; of 
several states. 
There is little profit, now in reflection. 
The 
damage, is done. 
The country permitted itself to be carried 
off its feet by advocates of direct government in their “ back 
to the people” movements. Now all it can do is think about 
its mistakes. 
When we change the constitution in that man­ 
ner, it is next to impossible to change it lulck again. 
The 
pendulum would have to swing far in the opposite direction. 
We doubt if it ever will swing that far back. 
The law is 
now shaped to the advantage of th<* demagogue, and Ik* is 
sufficiently numerous to prevent it being changed, 
lie now 
has power rarely attained before. 
Framers of the constitution intended that 
the senate 
should be removed several degrees from influence of popular 
clamor. The “ back to the people” movement was a misnom­ 
er in this instance. 
Senators never had been selected by the 
people and the constitution was so framed w ith a purpose. 
We do not improve the fundamental law when we tamper 
with the checks and balances so nicely fitted by the fram­ 
ers. It was intended that the house of representatives should 
be the popular branch, the branch responsive to the chang­ 
ing notions of the people. 
The senators were to he farther 
removed, less subjected to popular w hims and more inclin­ 
ed to lead than to follow. 
It was not intended that a sen 
ator should be compelled to keep his ear to the ground at 
all times, as a representative was expected to do. 
The sen­ 
ator was to he the product of the sifting process. 
The peo­ 
ple were to elect their members of the general assembly and 
the assembly was to choose the senator. 
In that manner the 
senator was to be removed from temporary waves of hys­ 
teria, to which the Iramcrs knew all peoples are subject. 
If such waves last long enough they s o m e t i m e s engulf a 
whole people, legislatures and congress. 
We had such a 
wave before the last war, and out of it came all kinds of 
freak proposal. 
We now are suffering for it. 
Worst of all 
we supplanted the wise judgment of the makers o f the con­ 
stitution with the product of hysterics. 
Not a very good 
trade. 
The only profit, from it is that our experience should serve 
as a warning to the generation that is threatened in the same 
manner in the future.
